The report of the prison labor reform 


commission oai;ht to lead to prompt ac- 
tion by tho legislature. 
Tbo present 
unsettled and altogether unsatisfactory 
state ot prison labor law bae led to very 
bad results at Auburn . Set eral hundred 
convicts have bnen left there in euforced 
idleness, and discipline is consequently 
relaxed, disease increased, and tho trans- 
fer of twenty-six prisoners to the insane 
asylum has been found necessary. 
For 


tho sake both of the state «ud ot the 
convict* themselves, this ought to be rem- 
edied at ooeo. When tho contract system 
•was abolished, it was certainly uot in- 
tended by tho people ot the state that the 
convicts should be idle. Since that sys- 
tem is now out of tho quei- tion.some other 
system should be provided tor at once, 
and tho prisons made self •sustaining 
again, as nearly as may be, and the ovus 
ot idleness averted, 


The condition 01 tbiugs in Now York 


is the condition of things in Massachu- 
setts and Now Jersey, and will bo the 
inevitable result in Wisconsin, should 
the contract system be abolished at Wau- 
pnn. The contract system may be wrong 
in principle, but it is an admirable system 
in practice, anil is the best system now 
in vogue. Until something better, or 
juat as good, ecu be created by those 
opposed to contract labor, tho system 
should be allowed to stand.

Too Much Ambiguity as to How Hard Vp 


an Applicant Must 15o, tho Principal

WASHINGTON CITY, Feb. 12.— Tho presi- 


dent sont a. message to the house Friday vo 
toing tho dependent pensions bill. Ho says 
that the almost constant legislation sinratho 
war has placed upon tho pension rolls Sii5,7C3 
pensioners of all classes, for whom JTiJ.UOl',- 
000 havo boon appropriated for tbo current 
year, and for whom JSOS.GSM.Sl 1 havo been 
expended from 1S01 to ISSU. It is now pro- 
posed to award service pensions to soldiers 
oJ all wars at tho mto of $12 por month. It 
exacts only service of throo months, without 
requiring engagement in battle or subjection 
to any of the actual dangers ol war. Tho 
pension is allowed to mou who havo suffered 
no 
injury, loss 
or 
daraago 
of 
^ any 


kind duo to military sorvico, and includes 
those who never reached tho front at all, 
The se-tion of tho bill allowing this pension 
is in language so uncertain as to bo subject 
to unjust and mischievous application. Tho 
person seeking tho pension roust bo suilorinp; 
mental or physical disability such as inca- 
pacitates thom, from 
tho performance of 


labor in such a degrco as to render them un- 
able to earn a support,and must bo depondeut 
on daily labor for support. 
Passing on to a consideration o£ tho pro- 


visions ot tho bill, tlio president adds: 


It will bo observed Omt there is no limita- 


tion or definition of tho incapacitating in- 
lury or ailment itself 
It need only bo such 


a dogreo of disability from any cimso ;LS 
renders tho claimant uaablo to earn a sup- 
port by labor, it seems to mo that tho Mip- 
port hero mentioned as ono v.-hicb can not bo 
earned is a complete and outiro support, 
with no diminution on account of thu least 
impairment of physical or mental condition. 
If it had been intended to embrace only thoso 
who by disease or injury wore totally unablo 
to labor, it would havo been very easy 
to

1Vbnt is a support! AVho is to determine 


whether a man earns it or has it not? In 
tho government to enter tlio homos of claim- 
ants for pension, and after an examination 
if thoir surroundings and circumstances sot- 
tic thoso questions? Shall tho government say 
to ono man that his manner of subsistence 
by hid earnings is a support, and to another 
that the things his earnings furnish aro not a 
support? 
Any attempt, however honest, 


to administer the law in such a moaner 
would necessarily produce moro unfairness 
and unjust discrimination, and give more 
scope for partisan partiality, nnd would re- 
sult in moro perversion ot tho government s 
benevolent intentions than tho execution of 
any statute ought to permit. If in tho ef- 
fort to carry out tho proposod law tho degree 
of disability as related to earnings bo con- 
sidered for tho purposo oE showing if in any 
way it curtails tho support which tho appli- 
cant, if entirely sound, would earn, and to 
which ho is ontitlod, wo enter tho broad field 
loog occupied by tho pension bureau, nnd 
wo rocognize as the only difference botwoon. 
tho proposed legislation and previous laws 
passed for tho b.nou't of tho surviving sol- 
diers of the civil war the incurrenco i:i ono 
case of disabilities in military sorvico, and in 
tha other disabilities existing, but in no way 
connected with or resulting from such serv- 
ice.It must bo borno in mind that in no case is 
thoro any grading of this proposed pension.

Abruui ut ouco thinks oC nn in- 
ci-oa^e OL his possessions, and asks God why 
Ho should give him anything rnoro when ho 
bas no child.

proniiso that be shall havo a son.

Justification bj* Faith {r. 0).—Tltis vei-so re- 


cord? two great facts: 1. Abram believed in 
Jehovalt; Li. Jehovah counted or reckoned it 
to biin as righteousness. Ahram's life, as wo 
shall sec. was ouo grand example, of faith. 
Ho left bis father's houso becauso bo believed 
in Jehovah. At tho most trying periods ot 
his caroc-r, when other men's faith would have 
failed, his triumphed, Abram did not havo 
God's written word; but bo followed God's 
will, as far as ho knew it, closely. Whatever 
niislit bo his failings, ho had the spirit of 
obedience. In this particular instance he bo- 
liovcd Jehovah's promise that ho should have 
a son. God accepted his faith as righteous- 
ness, tbat is, right living. But Abrani's faith 
and works went together (James ii, 21-2J). 
Ho diil tbo things which Johovah commanded 
because ho believed in Jehovah. 
Ho was 


feeding, as tho Psalmist says, on faithfulness, 
and was ono of the just, described by the 
prophet, who live by faith. 
His lifo fur- 


nishes tho illustration of tho apostolic doctrine 
Of justification by faith (Rom. i, IT; iv, 0; 
Gal. 
iii, 0; Hob. s, SS), which booamo tbo key- 


note of tho Gentian Ileforraation. 


Tho Sign ot tbo Covenant (vs. 7, S).—Al- 


though ho believes that ho is to have a son, ho 
is still in doubt about tho land. But God toils 
him that he has brought him out of Ur ot the 
Cbaldcos to give him tho land. Abram asks 
a sign. God condescends to give it to him, as 
ho afterward condescended to give signs to 
Gideon (Judges vi, 17, u('-40), Hezckiah (II 
Kings xx, S-ll) and oven to Ahoy. (Isaiah vii, 
11-1-1). 


Vs. 0, 10. Tho sign which God save Abrnm 


was a covenant. In commercial language it 
was a contract that ho entered into with him. 
It was as though two people should mako a 
deposit of a large amount of money, to be- 
held by some trustworthy person, aud should 
agreo by a written contract, properly signed 
and sealed before a notary, that in caso either 
of thorn should fail to fulfill the conditions of

Tho effect wonld 
be much tho same ia s more general way 
as is DOW gained Cor thia city by means 
of the dam at Indian Eord. 


Somo time ago government engineers 


suggested that reservoirs similar to the 
one proposed bo oonstruoted in all of the 
rivers that empty into the Mississippi as 
a check on tho spring Hoods. Tlia Hori- 
aou idea ooraiag -joder that bend, it is 
intended to ask congress for an appro- 
priation sufficient to carry it through. 
Whether this request will bo granted 
remains to be seen End some o( the 
gentlemen that wore present at tho meet- 
ing are rather doubtful on tba enbject.

Water works is tbe givat problem DOW 


exercising the brains ol oar fellow citi- 
zens. As to the necensity lur the works 
laore seems to be a unity t C sentiment. 
As to the cocelruotion and ownership 
there appears to be a difference of opin- 
ion . As the opinions of others on tbo 
subject have been published I will offer 
mine to the public through the same 
obaunal which act may result in only 
expressing my ignorance in that direc- 
tion, I assume Ihatagreat majority of 


I our citizens would bo absolutely opposed 


to tho construction of water works if 
thoy belioveJ it would not increase the 
growth nnd prosperity of the city, As such 
growth must come from the outside, let 
ue learn, it wo can, how outsiders view 
the situation. Having been engaged in 
tho real estate business for about 11 
years I have come in contact with a 
great number of rjoa-reeidents who were 
looking for homes and prospecting with 
B view [to buying, The first question 
would almost invariably bo,"How large is 
yonr city debt? 2. How high are your 
taies. 
Third, What public improve- 


ments have you got," etc. Now of ocurso, 
that class of people almost alwnys try to 
locate in tt cify having titeneiva ccann- 
facturiDg enterprises, street and other 
railways and water works, but they abhor 
large city indebtedness. 


It the oity build our works profitably, 


tbo total bonded debt ot tbe oity for all 
purposes will not be less than 5200,000. 
With B population of 10,000, this -would 
be a debt of $20 per capita I. e. for each 
and every man, woman and child, as only 
about one.third of those pay taxes it 
would really bo ?GO for each tai payer, 
This is not large but it in large enough to 
turn the scale against UB with znacy and 
by reason thereof would be a eel back on 
expectations as to growth for a time at 
least. • I believe if a water works plant is 
put in, our city ought eventually to own 
it. I think our intercut will be best sub. 
served by letting a private corporation 
construct and operate them for a tew 
years. Because, in my opinion, from tbe 
very start there will bo a lively boom in 
city rial estate, jast what must happen to 
fetch to us outside people and capital 
thereby, incrosRing tho population and 
bjsmosB, whereas K the worku are con- 
structed und owned by tbe city I think it 
will take at least five yosn to get a start 
in that direction and all on account of tbe 
oity indebtedness. I know capitalists in 
our city wbo will bay real estate if a 
private corporation baild tho works wbo 
will not purchase if tho works are con. 
etmcled by the city.
